States Department of Agricultare eall
attention to the desirabliity of put-
ting sllog In shape and muking plans
for filling which will suve valuahle
time o the rush of work, Silos are a
comparatively new feature of farm
munagement, and In mAny cnses have
been built less substantinlly than some
of the older forms of farm stroctures,
Silos Need Occaslonal Attention,
Even the silo will
necd some attention oceasionally, Con-
crete sllos, which are among the most
expensive of construction, require the
Ieast attention us a general rule, but
they, will give better sarvice If the in-
side Is given a cont of special palnt
nbout once In three years. Paint for
treating the Interlors of silos s easily
made of raw econl tur mixed with gaso-
line and applied with a tar brush, The
rool should be Inspected to see If It i3
water-tight, and the doors may well be
looked over. They need to it tight.
Wooden sllos, either stave or board
construction, require additional atten-
tion.

Careful attentlon should be paid to
secing that the machinery to be used
In hurvesting and storing the silage I8
In working condition. Cern harvesters
and sto-filling machinery are frequent-
ly owned In partnership by severnl
farmers, and of course arrangements
necd to be made In ndvance to Sce that
all the owners get thelr corn in at the
seascn when it s in best shape. In
using the eorn harvester the bundles
should be made rather small, While
thi= mkes more time, the extra expense
5 more than offset by the ense in han-
Ming the bundles and feeding them
into the sllage cuttor.

The corn ordinarily is hauled to the
cutter on commaon, flat hay racks. The
low-wheeled wagon Is much prefer-
able to the high one. An underslung
rack can be constructed with compara-
tive ease and will save much lahor.

If the silage cutter and lifting ma-
chinery have not been selected, every
eflort should be made to get muchinery
which has sufficient or excess capacity,

DRIFT FAR

'Immense Masses of loe Often
Found in Mid-Ocean,

Certain Conditions of Sky and Light
Make Them Practically Invislble
to Ship's Lookouts

Enrly summer Is the real season of
the leeberg In the North Atlantie. Itls
then that these frozen mnsses are set
free In great abundance in the Polar
reglons and are deifted Into mid-ocean
by favoring winds and currents,

They haye been found several hune
dred milés below the southernmost
lutitude of the British Isles and prove
n very serlous menace to vessele which
have to erosg thelr track. The terrible
fate of the Titunie has been that of
muny another noble vessel, though hap-
plly, without proving so dispstirous to
human 1fa,

Can an leeberg become Invisible un-
der certiin conditfons of sky and Hght?
It Is elnlmed that it can—on a clear,
starry night, when the conditions make
the berg nearly the same color as the
Bky.

But night-tlme, under any atmos-
pherie conditlons, {8 usually n bad thme
for seelng bergs at o safe distance,

This diiculty In making them out
18 one of the rensons why thelr helght
1s 50 often exaggerated,

Mist or fog, too, will magnify a berg
Immensely, Just ns a fog In the Arctie
reglons has been known to make a fox
look aus blg ns a white bear,

Does experience show thnt a berg
has nine parts of Its mass below water
to only one part above? It does not,
And for this reason—that the sub-
merged portlon is usually much broad-
er anid heavier than the exposed part,
80 that it Is not necessary for nine-
tenths of the berg to be under water
to keep the entire mnss floating uap-
right,

It Is In the southern hemlsphore,
chiefly, where flelds of lce miles long
are found, One which was reported
by a large number of vessels In the
vear 18564 was 00 miles long and 40
mlles brond, with an avernge helght of
800 feet., In these cases many leeborgs
had come together and formed Into one
soldidly frozen moss,

| Dergs sometimes onrry  strange
frefghts, One of the flat-topped va-
riety, 100 feot high, was seen In mid«
Atlantie bearing three vessels on Its
{ey summit. Another, npear the banks
of Newfoundland, had several Polar
bears wallking sbout on it,

It Is sad to think of the fate of these
ursine derellets when their ley raft
reached warmer waters In lower latl-
Ih.lllt!!'( and ecapsized or melted. One
ean imagine, If the berg turned over,
the dislodged anlmals frantically swim-
ming back to thelr uncertain and stip-
| pery refuge only to find, perhaps, that
|1t no longer afforded any real foothold
| for them,
| Ships have been moored to lcebergs
jon occaslons when they have aftorded
‘anything but a safe berth. Dr. Kane,
the American explorer, once got the
lee-unchors of his ship fixed In a berg
after several hours of very hard work,
when large pleces of fce began to fall
{on the deck. There wng just tlme to
east oft agnin before the face of the
berg fell In rulns, erashing down with
the nolse of heavy guns fired at close
quarters,

" On the other hand, the steamer Isle
of Mull was saved by an echo from an
| feeberg one very foggy night In Jurle,
| 1014, on the banks of Newfoundiand,
One of the Pranklin exploring ships,
also, was saved from certain destruc-
tlon by a berg drifting in between her
and a surf-heaten rocky shore,

In Mnay, 1007, some goas-buoys broke
adrift from the entrance of New York
harbor and one of them attached itself

| to the end of an fecherg nnd by sound-
{Ing Its horn at rogulir interyvnls,
warnad vessels of the ley danger.
